“In Idaho, the Triggcriock equa- 
tion be: 'A gun plus a enme 
equals hard federal time,’ ” U.S. At- 
torney Maurice Ellsworth said. , 
Idaho already has a firearm sen- 
tence Jaw, allowing judges to order 
extra prison time for felons convict- 
ed of serious crimes using weapons. 

. Ellsworth and the other officials 
said the new drive could mean fed- 
cral charges will be filed in some - 
coses which do not qualify for state 
sentence enhancement. 

Ada County Sheriff Vaughn 
Killeen said Idwo’s prisons already . 
ore' overcrowded, and on occasion,, 
'it.’s possible federal charges will be . 
filed instrad of state charges. 

Ellswonh said federal law con- 
tains a provision covering “armed 
career crimiitols" with three prior 
convictions, arrested for a new 
crime involving a firearm. A federal 
prosecutor can osk for a mandatory

Medical experts say that better prenatal 
care could reduce the number of premature 
births by as much os 40,000 each year. This 
would translate into fewer infant .deaths 
and strike a blow against escalating health 
costs. Wc know how to attack the problem.

"could be the straw that will ' break the 
camel's back." he said. 

"We just scratched the surface," Sutler 
odded "We're not even close to having a 
real grasp of how much fish is being token 
illeg^ly, but we're absolutely certain it is 
for more than we saw." 

Last week. Gene DiDonato, assistant di- 
rector of planning research and harvest man- 
agement for the. Department of Fisheries, 


said he was especially, disturbed to leam that 
undercover agents dealt in 1,23^ pounds of 
illegally cau^t sturgeon, which can be kept 
only if they ore between four and six feel 
long. 

Poaching of o versized or eg g -bearing stur- 
geon has long-term consequences, bwause 
sturgeon do not become fertile until they arc 
several.decades old, DiDonato said. 

He noted that authorities ore even consid- 
ering shutting down commercial sturgeon 
fishing on the Columbia due to the declining 
population. 

“Many Columbia River Indians catch and 
kill numerous under- and oversized sturgeon 
on purpose, knowing there is a ready mar- 
ket. The oversize ore the most valuable be- 
cause of the eggs," the undercover team said 
in a'JuIy 2 report, to Smitch.

Fish eggs, from which caviar is mode, are 
anywhere from twice to 10 times os valuable 
per pound as the fish that bear them, state 
Wildlife ond Fisheries officials said. Coviar 
: made from Columbio River sturgeon sells in 
stores for nearly SI^ an ounce, more th^ 
four times the worth of an ounce of silver. 

. “The Japanese and European roe motets 
pul a premium price on salmon, steelhead and 
sturgeon roe. There is, and has been for long 
lime, more money-in the-roe-than-there is-in- 
the fish.” the stole Department of Wildlife's 
Enforcement Division .said in a report on a 
14-monlh undercover sting operation. 

The sting ended Wednesday with searches 
and arrests in four counties. More' arrests are

(hunters) have been turned into pol- 
luters by ammunition manufactur- 
ers." 

The group called for a return to 
biodegradable wadding for, shotgun 
shells in letters to conservation 
groups, legislators and ammunition 
makers.

California drought eases up - a little 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal 
wildlife oflicials ore scratching their 
heads over on unusual bird, once on 
its way to extinction, that has devel- 
oped a voracious appetite for romc 
Northwest salmon lluit may be head- 
ed for the endangered species list. 

The double-crcstcd cormorant, a 
freshwater diving duck, apparently 
is feeding on juvenile salmon from 
the Columbia River Basin on their 
way to the ocean, federal ofTicials 
say. 

' Fish and Wildlife Service Director 
John Turner rays (he problem is that 
the bird, which now is abundant, is 
fully protected under (he Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act. That means anglers 
and commercial producers ore pro- 


hibited from hiking bird-control 
mcosures into their own hands. 

"The double-crested cormorant 
represents one of the most ironic 
wildlife success stories in the post 
quarter century," Turner sold in an- 
nouncing new research on the bird. 

Unibrtunatcly. he said, the phe- 
nomenal' recovery of the bird with 
' webbed toes ond o hooked bill ap- 
pears to be fed by hatcheries and 
commcrciol fish farms. 

“In one case documented in Utah, 
the cormorant’s take of slocked, trout 
for exceeded the catch by onglcrs." 
Turner said. 

He said the double-crcstcd cor- 
morant was so imperiled by DDT in 
the late 19Ms ihot many wildlife 
.scientists thought it would be one of 


the first additions to (he U.S.'endM- 
gored spccioi list. 

But DDT was banned in (he 1970s 
ond since the catly 1 980s the cor- 
morant's population has been in- 
creosing by ncorly 7 percent annual- , 
ly. he sold. 

Concern about the attack on fish 
populations first surfaced two or 
three years ago, said Jolin Nickum, 
the .service's' national aquaculture 
coordinator in Arlington.

Hanging baskets of blooms brighten any room, any day

Brimming with brilliant color and swaying in a gen- 
tle breeze, hanging flower baskets seem to say "sum- 
mer” belter than almost anything else.

As -long ns the flowers arc compatible, just 
about anything stuffed into a basket will make a b<»u- 
tiful living bouquet. .

Hang on for these simple steps to a beautiful bosket: 

• Decide whether it will be in the sun or shade. 

• Choose healthy, well-rooted plants. As long os 
you know what colors you an; picking out, they don’t 
have to be fully blooming just now. 

• Choose a pot. If you are going to use a solid-wall 
pot, remove the water-catching tmy on the bottom. It 
won’t allow for good draining - in fact, it will encour- 
age diseases such as root rot and fungus. 

A new pot, called a Beldon pot. comes in two parts: 
about halfway up it has six indentations for flowers to 
poke through, then the rest of the 'not is snapped on 


boskets. 

Bend four wire hangers all ot once to make sure 
they are the some length. Twist them into and around 
the holes in the top of the basket, making sure that the 
ends point inward so no one will be scratched. 

For a moss basket, you'll need to make the walls of 
the bosket by stuffing moss firmly into- the square 
holes in the Iwket, best side out. Although some peo- 
ple like the Alaska fern that grows in the moss, others 
prefer to rip Jt out so it doesn’t compete with the 
plants inside. . 


For all boskets, pack potting soil firmly with your 
fingers to make sure that all the nooks and crannies 
are filled. Use good soilless potting medium - never 
use the dirt out of the back yard. The consistency isn’t 
right and won’t allow for proper drainage. Good pot- 
ting medium consists of peat mo.ss, perlite and vermi- 
culitc.

Roses seem to be everywhere, but 
■ experts remind us that they are native 

• only to the northern hemisphere. 

The rose known today is the result of 
: ah:East-West meeting: A blend of the 
: old swcet-smelling.European rose that 
; bloomed once a year and the Chinese 
; tea rose that bloomed again and again. 
The first hybrid lea rose combining 
these dales back to 1867. 

The hybrid tea is what one sees in 
the florist shops and in many gardens. 
But that’s just one branch- — the 
biggest — of an immense fomily. Bev 
Dobson of Irvington, N.Y., lists more 
than 7,000 roses in her annual ’’Com- 
bined Rose List" this year and doesn't 
pretend that's all there are. 

Roses.come in colors ranging from 
purple to white to bright red. They 
climb, ramble and stand tall, have very 
or barely thorny stems. They can be ■ 
bushes standing 5 to 7 feet high 'and 


just os wide or plants with just a few 
stems crowried with flowers. Th<« arc 
miniature roses which do not' grow 
more than about 12 inches high and 
have flowers an inch or less across. 

Rose experts a^ee that roses will 
grow in any of the'5,0 stales, inside or 
outdoors, ^bitc rose gardens can be 
found from Anchorage, Alaska, to 
Wolt' Disney World in Florida. Tyler, 
Texas; Wasco, Calif.; and Portland, 
Ore., arc just a few of the cities with 
aimual rose festivals.

Plants provide natural indoor air pmi fier s

NEW YORK - The best indoor air purifier 
on the market costs about Sl.79 at (he five-ond- 
dime. 

It requires no batiehes or electricity, and per- 
forms for years with minimal maintenance. It is 
so powerful it can clean the air of formalde- 
hyde., benzene, and carbon monoxide — (he 
synthetic stuff that ovir carpets, paints and foam 
insulation arc exuding around -u$.r— and pro- 
duce oxygen. 

Ken Druse knew none of that when he in- 
stalled numerous such devices in his New York 
home. Neither did Elvin McDonald, when he 


.settled into a Manhattan high-rise 20 years ago. 
The research report confiiming the efficacy of 
those indoor oir purifiers hadn’t even been pub- 
lished. 

But Druse and McDonald didn’t need sci- 
ence: They simply could not live without 
houscplonts. 

“They make my environment olive.’’ says 
Druse, garden editor of House Beautiful moga- 
zino and leading garden author and photogra- 
pher. 

“They are living sculpture; I can’t imogine a 
home without them." 

. “They just make the air seem more olive to, 
rnc,"'says McDonald, director of speciol pro- 
jects at Brooklyn Botanic Garden here. For 15 


yeors he has written the twice-weekly syndicat- 
ed column "Plants in the Home.” • 

The instincts of such devoted plant people 
were offirmed recently when more than n 
decade of research was published by Bill 
Wolverton, a former National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration scientist.

He wpuld argue that except 
for the flea, humans could not exist 
without insects, pollinating, food 
crops, eating pesky ^gs,. feeding 
larger animals, or devdontig carrion. 
Humankind needs insects, he says. 

“When you take one group of or- 
ganisms out, it changes another. Ei- 
ther we couldn’t live without them 
or if we did. it would be a difTcrent 
world." 

He estimates there were some 
750,000 known species of insects in 
the_world nnd_thinks_pcrhaps anolh-_ 
cr 10 million arc yet to be identified. 

"Regardless of whether they bite,

Those tasty cucumbers

Why arc your cucumbers bitter’.' It 
could be cool weather, drought condi- 
tions or inadequate irrigation during 
fruit enloigcmcnt, low soil fertility, 
insect damage or disease.. 

Wild cucumbers conuin com- 
pounds, called cucurbitocins, that 
make them very bitter. These occur in 
leaves, stems and roots and ore likely 
to be concentrated at the stem rather 
than the blossom end of the fruit. Bit- 
terness usually is found in the skin or 
directly beneath the skin but not deep 
in thc flcshy- portion around Ihe-seeds.- 

Horticulturists say the amount of 
bitterness in a particular variety of cu- 
cumber may vary from year to year, 
even if grown in the same area. Some 
varieties seem to have angreatcr tra- 


dcncy toward bitterness limn olhcrs. If 
bitterness has l>ccn a problem, try 
some of the newer cucumbers,' like 
the “burplcss,” or cimngc the plninmg 
location.-- 

Cucumbers like warm tcmpcfuiurcs 
and lots of sun — no less than b hours . 
of full sunlight daily*. - - 

They need plenty of.mbisture or liic 
misshnppen fruit, called nubbins, will 
be bitter.

Winter, when many plants arc dormanr and leafless, is a good lime 
to prune and shape n number of trees and shrubs. Spring-nowering 
shrubs should be pruned only after they have flowered to avoid cuN 
ting off the flower heads. In pruning, cut only dead wood — gray and 
dry with no new growth. Look for old wood low and inside on the 
plant; living, wood will hove a greenish, moist^in or yellowish cast. 

Its buds will be flat and poirited and will open into new growth, or fat 
and round, later bursting into bloom. 

Deep watering is essential one or twice a-week whfn rain is inadc- 
qualc. 

Drip irrigation devices are more cITicicnt than sprinkers for this 
• watering, since it feeds directly into the soil, is prcci.se, uniform and 
avoids water loss through-cvaporatjon.- Sprinkling can tuko-lwo-or-- 
morc hours to cfTcctivcly wafer a 25-foot-squarc plot. 

That crusty white rc.siduc on the soil of your house plant is proba- 
bly a harmful buildup of fertilizer salts. Leach them out by watering 
the plant heavily and allowing excess water and residues to drain off. 

Here arc prime limes to pick harvest vegetables for best flavor, tex- 
ture, color and nutritional value; 

Lcllucc; Early in the day when a loo.sc-lcaf variety plant has at least 
five or six niaturc leaves or when the center of a head types begins to 
feel firm. ' ■ 

Sweet com: About 18 days after silk appears, when it i.s dried and 
brown, and the car feels full and tilts slightly away from the .stalk. 
Kernels should be plump. 

Tomatoes;. When color is developed but fruit is still .firm. Or hold , 
partially ripened fruit at room temperature to complete ripening. 

Green beans: In the morning, when pods arc about 4 or 5 inches 
- long and developed but before seeds swell. Pods should snap when . 
broken.

Researchers-learn how to ente/mo- 
measure aroma of tomato Ulliy

A vine-ripened tomato begins to 
lose its aroma about three minutes 
after you slice it, so don’t cut into 
it unless you plan to cat it right 
away. 

"Thot why the tomato you put tn 
your sandwich when you’re pack- 
ing your lunch in the morning has 
little fresh tomato flavor by noon.” 
says Dr. Ronald G. Butlciy of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
Research Service. He is studying 
. the secrets of fresh tomato aroma. 

- ■ Buttery confirms the advice not 
to store tomatoes in the refrigera- 
tor. 

He says tomatoes kept refriger- 
ated for seven days in laboratory 
experiments had less-of the aroma- 
• imparting chemical than did toma- 
toes kept at room temperature. 

"Even some tomatoes that were 
originally picked and shipped long 
before they were ripe, but were lat-^ 
er allowed to ripen naturally at 
room temperature, had about the 


some amount of key aroma chemi- 
cals as freshly picked, vine-ripened 
lon)atocs.*’ he says. 

^ Buttciy's research at the 
USDA’s Albany, Calif., Center 
could result in new varieties that 
have the rich, sweet tpste of a vine- 
ripened harvest, yet ' ore hardy 
enough to withstand shipment from 
grower to market. 

Commercially grown tomatoes 
typically ore picked before they are 
ripe because that's when they ore 
firm enough to survive shipment. . 

Scientists have known .for at 
least 15 years the identities of 
many , of the tomato chemicdls that 
play a key role in tomato aroma 
and flovor,-but ontil-now no' labo- 
ratory technique was available to 
measure the levels. 

"We’re looking at aroma chemi- 
cals becousc aroma* is the most im- 
portant pan of fiavor,” Buttery 
says.
